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Four Inches of Chaos

From driver's seat , rush-hour view along BUtnshard was bleaks crowded 


A sudden snowstorm turned 
predictions of flurries in the 
Victoria area into a four-inch 
fall Thursday afternoon that 
created rush-hour traffic 
chaos. 

The storm extended as far 
north on the Island as Duncan 
and Ladysmith, but brought 
only light snowfall to such 
centres as Nanaimo, Port Al- 
berni and Courtenay. 

Victoria weather office re¬ 
ported that today’s outlook 
was for cloudy but mostly 
snow-free weather, clearing 
during the afternoon. 

Temperatures are expected 
to remain below freezing with 
a maximum of 30 degrees. 
Saturday’s outlook is for clear 
weather and continuing cold. 

In the Capital Region, mo¬ 


torists returning home were 
tied up in the downtown traf¬ 
fic jams and police reported 
scores of minor accidents 
which could not be investigat¬ 
ed because of the bad weather 
conditions. 

By about 5:30 p.m. Victoria 
police were not sending men 
to minqr collisions where 
there were no injuries and 
cars could still be driven. 

Victoria fire department 
warned its men to proceed 
with extreme caution if called 
out and not to drive more 
than 10 miles an hour. 

Saanich ixilice said that 
seven people were taken to 
hospital with minor injuries 
from four different accidents 
and that a total of 50 cars 
were damaged Thursday eve¬ 


ning. A spokesman said that 
multiple pile-ups included one 
of 11 cars at McKenzie and 
Glanford and a 15-car crash 
at Cedikr Hill Crossroad near 
Mount Tolmie. 

Shortly after 5 p.m. four 
cars slid into each other near 
Kiwanis Way and before po¬ 
lice arrived the pile-up had 
expanded to 12. A few min¬ 
utes later the police cruiser 
which stopped at the scene 
was hit by a skidding car but 
there were no injuries. 

One Saanich police car was 
unable to reach another minor 
accident because it was un¬ 
able to make any headway up 
Oak Street hill. The policemen 
rode instead in a fire depart¬ 
ment station wagon which 
happened to he in the vicinity. 


The Malahat was closed for 
nearly three hours after an oil 
tanker skidded on the icy 
road and overturned in a 
ditch. Colwood RCMP report¬ 
ed that the highway was reo¬ 
pened at 10:30 p.m. after tow 
trucks had cleared the road. 

Victoria International Air¬ 
port operated on schedule 
throughout the afternoon and 
evening as snow-removal 
teams worked to keep run¬ 
ways clear. 

B.C. Hydro put on extra 
buses during the rush hour 
and reported later in the eve¬ 
ning that they were running 
to schedule. Extra buffet will 
be on hand this morning to 
offset any traffic jams that 
may occur because of slip¬ 
pery roads.

OTTAWA (CP) - The fed¬ 
eral government, decisively 
rejected by western voters in 
the Oct. 30 election, moved 
boldly Thursday to defuse ar¬ 
guments that the west is only 
an economic colony as far as 
Ottawa is concerned. 

In the speech from the 
throne, the government an¬ 
nounced that it vyill ask the 


Tour western provinces to join 
it in a conference on western 
economic opportunities, possi¬ 
bly this summer. 

"Such a conference would 
be a unique venture in the his¬ 
tory of federal-provincial rela¬ 
tions in Canada,” the speech 
said. 

The government also in¬

VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
would-be hijacker demanding 
$2 million and a lift to North 
Vietnam was caught by police 
Thursday aboard a Pacific 
Western Airlines Convair jet- 
prop scheduled to take off on 
a flight to Penticton and Cast- 
legar. 

In an official statement, the 
airline said the attempted hi¬ 
jacking took place about noon, 
shortly before the plane was 
to take off with-15 passengers. 

Police were notified after 
ground officials received a 
radio message from the crew 
that a man holding what ap¬ 
peared to be a gun was de-» 
manding to be taken to North 
Vietnam/ 

Ground officials asked the 
man by radio if he would re¬ 
lease the other 14 passengers. 
He agreed and as soon as the 
passengers were safely out¬ 
side an RCMP officer and a 
Vancouver city policeman 
hoarded the plane, confiscat¬ 
ed two toy guns and arrested 
i tic suspect. 

There were no injuries. 


The plane left Vancouver 
two hours later with its origi¬ 
nal load of passengers.

OTTAWA (CP)—Sur¬ 
vival of the minority 
Trudeau government was 
assured for some time at 
least with a pledge of 
support Thursday from 
the New Democratic 
Party. 

NDP Leader David Lewis 
said his 31-strong caucus 
would refrain from supporting 
ft n y non-con fidence ' Wfe 
against the government “at 
this stage.” 

Lewis, who sjioke following 
a brief meeting of the NDP 
caucus, said the decision was 
reached unanimously by 
caucus members on the 
strength of promises made by 
the government in the throne 
speech opening the first ses¬ 
sion of the 29th Parliament. 

“This decision has been 
taken in the light of the deli¬ 
cately balanced state of af¬ 
fairs the current minority 
government situation poses 
for Parliament," Lewis said. 

“I feel that the throne 
^cech contains sufficient in¬ 
dication that the exisUng gov¬ 
ernment is prepared to in¬ 
troduce laws and measures 
which could be erf consider¬ 
able benefit to Canada.” 

The decision raises the 
strength of the government 
to 140 votes in the 264-seat 
House when non-confidence 
motions are being decided. 
There are 109 Liberals. 107 
Progressive Conservatives. 15 
Social Credit members., two 
independents, and the 31 New 
Democrats. 

Lewis said the stance taken 
by his party could hold for 

‘days, weeks or even 
months.” depending on how 
the government performs. 

The future attitude of the 
NDP, he added, will hinge on 
the government bringing for¬ 
ward measures it has pro¬ 
mised “and its willingness to 
deal favorably with reason¬ 
able changes proposed by 
members of Parliament.” 

He said a throne speech is 
merely a list of promises and 
failure to either carry them 
out or bring forward adequate 
legislation "will not be ac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Conservative Leader Robert 
Stanfield, meanwhile, said the

Trudeau Sets Table for All 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Tru¬ 
deau government, displaying 
recognition of a delicate par¬ 
liamentary minority situation. 
Thursday brought down a fat 
legislative program with 
something pledged for every 
region. 

The frontal assault will be 
against the country’s econom¬ 
ic ills, said the government 
prepared throne speech which 
opened the 29th session of 
Parliament. There will also 
be a total re-examination of 
the country’s social security 


system and there are sugges¬ 
tions of greater federal- 
provincial consultations. 

Apart from these national 
thrusts, there are suggestions 
for new economic develop¬ 
ment initiatives in the west, 
an examination of freight 
rates, w-hich particularly af¬ 
fect fhe Atlantic region, an ef¬ 
fort to make eastern feed 
grain prices more equitable 
with those in the west a 
long-standing gripe of Ontario 
and Quebec farmers and 
even proposals for keeping 


the oceans clean off each 
coast. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
earlier had said the govern¬ 
ment would “listen to what 
the voters told us” in the Oct. 
30 general election when his 
majority shrunk to a minority 
of 109 seats. 

The throne speech appears 
to be reaction to the criticism 
of that campaign.

ized — after the DREE grants 
took a battering from opposi¬ 
tion MPs. 

The much-maligned uncm-. 
ployment insurance plan will 
be clarified "in certain 
aspects."

In addition to the unprece¬ 
dented western economic con¬ 
ference, the federal govern¬ 
ment proposed general fe¬ 
deral-provincial ministerial 
meetings on finance and eco¬ 
nomic policy, health care, ed¬ 
ucation. housing, foreign own¬ 
ership of land, income securi¬ 
ty and industrial policy. 

The western conference 
would be designed "to explore 
IKTtentials for economic and 
social development and speci¬ 
fically to consider concrete 
programs for stimulating and

broadening the economic and 
industrial base of western 

Canada.” __ 

.'.'Among such concrete pro¬ 
grams, the government would 
propose for discussion the 
possible establishment of new 
regionally-based financial in¬ 
stitution* better able to serve 
the financing needs of busi¬ 
ness enterprise and industrial 
development in western Cana¬ 
da. 

“A second suggestion for 
.joint study would be improve¬ 
ments in the total transpor¬ 
tation system, so basic to ov- 
ercomeing the^ problems of 
distance in the region, from 
other parts of Canada and 
from ocean ports. The devel¬ 
opment needs of the northern 
frontier areas in ail four prov¬ 
inces could alia be explored." 


A new family income secu¬ 
rity plan will be introduced, 
firesumably to replace the 
present family allowance 
plan, and officials say it will 
not be the same as the pro¬ 
posal that died in the last 
Parliament, by one vote. 

The new one, said an of¬ 
ficial, will contain the ele¬ 
ments of universality, but it 
will also be geared to family 
income. Under the plan before 
the Commons last year, 
highei -income families would 
be cut off entirely. 

There are proposals tempt¬ 
ing to the NDP which has 
pressed for tougher controls 
on foreign ownership of the 
economy. 

The speech promised “mea¬ 
sures to ensure further con¬ 
trol by Canadians over their 
economy” and this would in¬ 
clude the earlier-proposed 
* plan to screen foreign take¬ 
overs of Canadian firms. 

There will- also be "mea¬ 
sures respecting the transfer 
of technology from abroad 
and access to it by Canadian 
entrepreneurs; measures to 
increase Canadian participa¬ 
tion in the ownership and con¬ 
trol of resource projects; and, 
in consultation with the prov¬ 
inces, measures dealing with 
new direct foreign investment 
and the sale of land to .for¬ 
eigners.” 

But more general economic 
matters get the most attention 
in the 3.600-word throne 
speech, read at the opening of 
Parliament by Governor- 
General Roland Michener. 
There was the promise of an 
early budget 

An official from the prime 
minister’s office described the 
priorities of tha throne speech 
this way: 

The highest priority goes to 
improving economic condi¬ 
tions; next conies a reor¬ 
ganization of social security 
services; then, the "extension 
and broadening” £f plans to 
control foreign investment; 

"an extended approach to fe¬ 
deral-provincial negotiations” |" 
and efforts to tighten up exist¬ 
ing programs and services.

Former prime minister 
John Diefenbaker said the 
government tailored its pro- 
gram to appease NDP 
members and, in doing so, 
made "the greatest U-turn in 
alf political history.” 

But the switch would do lit¬ 
tle to help NDP political for¬ 
tunes, he added. If the party 
could not raise its strength in 
the Commons, faster than it 
had in the past, it would be 
the year 2046 before they 
could form even^a minority 
government.

The briefing official said 
that in formulating policies, 
every effort will be made to 
enable each region of the 
country to reach its full poten¬ 
tial under national schemes. 

The suggestion that the four 
western provinces get to¬ 
gether with the federal gov¬ 
ernment, possibly next sum¬ 
mer, had come from Ottawa. 

The throne speech said that 
the meeting would be “to ex¬ 
plore potentials for economic 
and social development, and 
specifically, to consider con¬ 
crete programs for stimulat¬ 
ing and broadening the eco¬ 
nomic and industrial base of 
Western Canada.”

The throne speech, and sub¬

One official said that from 
this proposed “total review” 
of the system, a guaranteed 
annual income plan may be 
given further impulse” but 
most changes in the present 
structure would require nego¬ 
tiations with the province*.

In the area of social poli¬ 
cy, the government considers 
that Canada’s total social se¬ 
curity system including 
both federal and provincial el¬ 
ements must be reconsid¬ 
ered and reorganized, and 
made more sensitive to the 
needs of people in different 
parts of the country.” * 

One significant paragraph 
reads: . . It must be recog¬ 

nized that provinces may wish 
to have the structures of so¬ 
cial security vary in accor¬ 
dance with the social needs, 
income standards and the oost 
of living in different communi¬ 
ties.” 

Some observers felt this sig¬ 
nalled a breakthrough in the 
long-standing feud with some 
provinces, particularly Que¬ 
bec, over the administration 
of social security plans. This 
was the issue which broke off 
the constitutional talks in 
1971. 

The throne speech lists sev¬ 
eral principles relating to 
changes in social security. 

First, persons who cannot 
work, such as the aged, the j 
blind and the disabled, must 
receive "a compassionate and ; 
equitable guaranteed annual 
income.” 

Second, there must be in¬ 
centives to work, and “a fair 
and just relationship must be 
maintained between the in¬ 
comes of people who are 
working at or near the mini¬ 
mum wage, the guaranteed 
incomes assured to people 
who cannot work, and the al¬ 
lowances paid to those who 
can work but are unem¬ 
ployed." 

Changes in the Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan will provide higher 
pensions for widows and the 
disabled, the speech said. 

Some of the proposals had 
been announced as forecast 
earlier, such as measures to 


help the tourist industry, 
amend immigration law, im¬ 
provements in the functions of 


tjie Industrial Development 
Bank and greater federal as¬ 
sistance to housing.

U.S. May Request 
Death for Pirates 

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The first phase of 
the U.S. government’s strict new anti-hijacking 
program, including examination of women's hand¬ 
bags and ail other carry-on luggage, goes into effect 
today. 

By Feb. 5, when the program is scheduled to 
be completely in effect, armed guards will be 
stationed at each boarding gate in 531 airports 
around the country and passengers;wiH be physic¬ 
ally searched if necessary. 

Attorney-General Richard Kleindienst, mean- 
time ? said the administration would ask -Congress 
to make the death penalty mandatory M sir piracy 
and other crimes, including kidnapping, murder of 
prison guards and other “cold-blooded, pre¬ 
meditated serious crimes.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Echoing the “stop the war” 
cries of their House col¬ 
leagues, Senate Democrats 
Thursday overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved a resolution calling for 
an end to further spending for 
the Vietnam war. 

After what was described as 
a “heated” and "emotion- 
packed" party caucus that 
lasted more than three hour, 
the resolution offered by Sen. 
Edward Kennedy pased 36 to 
11 . 

Shortly after the vote — and 
while some 400 persons dem¬ 
onstrated against the war on 
the Capitol lawn — the caucus 
defeated another resolution 
offered by Sen. Henry Jack- 
son, which called for a meet¬ 
ing between congressional 
leaders and President Nixon 
to discuss the bombing and 
„ peace negotiations, or an invi¬ 
tation for Nixon to explain his 


war policies before a joint 
session of Congress prior to 
inauguration day. 

In Saigon the U.S. com¬ 
mand said Thursday the 
North Vietnamese shot down 
the 17th American B52 
bomber of the war —• and the 
16th in little more than two 
weeks — but all six crewmen 
were rescued after ejecting 
over the Gulf of Tonkin. 

Ground fighting escalated to 
a two-month high. 

At the same time, the com¬ 
mand listed as missing the 
two pilots of an Fill swept- 
wing fighter bomber which 
crashed three days before 
Christmas on a mission west 
of Hanoi.

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Around They Go 


A U-TURN GOVERNMENT is. the way John 
Diefenbaker described the Trudeau adminis¬ 
tration last week when he predicted yesterday’s 
Speech from the Throne would run directly counter 
to the campaign stance of the Liberals. The former 
Conservative prime minister signalled it well. 

Mr. Diefenbaker wasn’t making any allowances 
for special circumstances in his implied condemna¬ 
tion of the present government for its erratic be¬ 
havior. In forecasting that the speech “will contain 
almost everything” that the Liberal party was 
against in its electioneering last fall, he said, 
scathingly: “Never has there been such a reversal 
on the part of a political party.” 

Right you are, Mr. Ex, but U-tuming isn’t 
always wrong. Usually it is frowned upon. But 
when you get on a dead-end road, what to do? 

Prime Minister Trudeau has been travelling the 
wrong route. The Canadian electorate waved him 
down last October 30. He had to spin the wheel. 

There is no doubt that he is taking much of the 
line of-the halance-of-power holding NDP so that 
he can remain in office. By promising “the highest 
priority” to reducing unemployment, containing in¬ 
flation and reorganizing existing social security 
programs, he is attempting ‘to play it somewhat 
safe with the front-running Tories too. 

The specifics of the government’s plans to get 
more people gainfully, and it is to be hoped, mean¬ 
ingfully employed is awaited eagerly by taxpayers 
who have become increasingly incensed over having 
to support a Trudeau-pampered section of the 
population wanting only to “do its own thing.” 
The Throne Speech says that for those people who 
can work, the system must “contain incentives to 


work and a greater emphasis on the need to get 
people who are on social aid back to work.” 

Eagerly awaited, too, are details of the plans 
for the untwisting of the inflation spiral. The 
speech says efforts will be made to achieve “reas¬ 
onable price stability” and that these efforts will 
include a Commons-Senate inquiry into food prices. 
This comes at an appropriate time, with the jump 
in beef prices announced here the day before. But 
aren’t the facts already on file? Sections of the 
Throne Speech, such tfs this, give all that it con¬ 
tains an aura of doubt. 

In plans to revise Social security programs it 
would appear that the new NDP government of 
British Columbia has made a mark in seeking 
federal sharing of an increase to $200 of old age 
income in this province. The speech states .. It 
must be recognized that the provinces may wish 
to have the structures of social security vary in 
accordance with the social needs, income standards 
and the cost of living in different communities.” 

Mr. Trudeau has taken a page from the Con¬ 
servatives’ book, also; in its provincial "together¬ 
ness” plans. Greater co-operation with the prov¬ 
inces by the federal government has long been 
advocated by Tory leader Robert Stanfield, and 
a proposed spring meeting with premiers “to plan 
further steps in the harmonization of goals, policies 
and programs for the benefit of all Canadians” is 
in line with his thinking. 

The Liberal government has reversed direction 
right enough, but that is not saying it will be able 
to maintain control. Much more than what the 
Speech from the Throne has revealed is needed 
to see if that is possible.

Death Toll on the Roads 


A JUMBO JET CRASHES into Florida’s Ever¬ 
glades with a loss of 99 lives and there are 
front-page reports throughout North America and 
in other parts of the world. On the same day, if 
it happens to be “average,” about 170 persons die 
in traffic accidents in the United States and Can¬ 
ada, and because this is a normal, everyday occur¬ 
rence, in a collective way it is not news, or hardly 
more qualified to be called news than the rising 
abd setting of the sun. 

In the same way, five crew members perish in 
attempting to land their cargo aircraft at Edmon¬ 
ton International Airport in a blizzard, and this 
crash too becomes the subject of front-page reports 
in Canada while—on an average day—fifteen traf¬ 
fic deaths across the country go virtually unnoticed 
except if the circumstances are most unusual. 
Furthermore, the Edmonton accident will be in¬ 
vestigated to the utmost detail; no effort nor ex- 
pens^ will b(e spared in trying to determine exactly 
what happened, exactly why it happened, and how 
similar mishaps can be prevented from occurring. 
But police officers will make far- less exhaustive 
investigations of the road accidents that result in 
death. 

No one is adversely critical of the time and 


money spent on studying air crashes, and no one 
should be antagonistic to the authorities putting 
a proportionate effort into investigating traffic 
accidents and devising new ways of overcoming the 
hazards. Unfortunately, most of the latter investi¬ 
gation is at the local level where shortage of 
money and of highly trained manpower is most 
inclined to hinder the work. 

Road traffic, it is true, comes chiefly under 
provincial and local jurisdiction and may not be 
ordinarily considered a matter for major federal 
action. But health and welfare are sha4?d juris¬ 
dictions between the federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments, and it is worth noting that Dr. J. D. Havard 
of the British Medical Association, in a report 
prepared for* the World Health Organization, has 
observed that in view of the number of deaths 
and injuries occurring on the roads, “it should be 
more widely accepted that highway engineering 
is as important to public health in the 20th century 
as was sanitary engineering in the 19th century.” 

Dr. Havard estimates that worldwide road cas¬ 
ualties in the next few years will reach an* annual 
toll of 250,000 dead and more than 10 million in¬ 
jured. And who can deny that this is a public 
health problem? 


We have a new Parliament, 
and moreover, one that has 
cost this nation a groat deal 
of money and hard work to 
elect. Therefore, it is our 
'Y’ight to demand that it be 
spared the usual contemptu¬ 
ous treatment by the Trudeau 
government, and not turned 
into a mockery, as was the 
shameful fate of its predeces¬ 
sor. 

There was a time however, 
(many light years ago it 
seems now) that Parliament 
was accorded that respect 
which Is so necessary for the 
preservation of our freedoms.

Henry A. Kissinger will stay 
as national security adviser 
through the first months of 
1973. But his role will be 
downgraded as the president 
himself assumes more and 
more direct authority over the 
details of foreign policy deci¬ 
sions.

second Nixon term. Rocke¬ 
feller had consistently said 
that he meant to remain In 
New York, believing that he 
can be far more influential 
from that distance than here 
in Washington. 

In view of the White House 
shredding machine operating 
since tl»e election to chew up 
individuals and reputations he 
must feel doubly certain of 
his resolve to stay in place. 
Whether he might have been 
offered a post is quite another 
matter, since the love be¬ 
tween the president and the 
governor is barely percepti¬ 
ble. 


Finally, the pattern of the 
second administration prom¬ 
ises to he close to that in the 
first term, with more pro¬ 
nounced authority in the cen¬ 
tral figure who has demon¬ 
strated so amazingly his polit¬ 
ical skill. This means that the 
twin pillars of power in the 
White House, H. R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman, will 
have an even firmer grip on 
controls that touch the lives of 
so many millions everywhere.

There are a good many situ¬ 
ations in life about which it is 
easier to sit oq the sidelines, 
and pass judgment, than it is 
to decide what you yourself 
would have done. Cannibal¬ 
ism. if you are likely to starve 
to death, is one of them. 

The survivors of the Andean 
air crash did. it appears, eat 
the bodies of some of those 
who were killed in the crash. 
With their plane down on a 
frozen mountain ledge, they 
waited 69 days to he found 
and rescued. They would 
probably not have been found 
at all if two sumW* had not 
walked out to civilization and 
re-started the search.. While 
the others waited for over 
two months what were they 
to do? 

No doubt the argument will 
go on. A priest and a psychia¬ 
trist have said ttie young men 
who survived did the right 
thing. It is one thing to sit 
warm and secure at home 
and to think with horror of 
eating human flesh. It must 
be quite another to be in¬ 
secure. isolated, without food 
and likely to freeze to death. 
It is easy to decide by the fire 
that you would not and could 
not do It. It would perhaps 
also be difficult to he in the 
situation and to choose a slow 
death? 

There is already a hot con¬ 
troversy about the matter in 
Latin America. The young 
men who did it ape to this 
<point keeping quiet by 
agreement, it seems and 
they may later defend th’em* 
selves. Perhaps their very 
survival will turn out to be 
the most difficult part of their 
ordeal. Whether the mass of 
people who sit in judgment on 
them will be kind is an op£n 
question. The survivors may 
have yet another survival 
course ahead of them. Mean¬ 
while, well fed, warm and 
certain as any man can he 
that you will see next month 
in reasonable comfort and 
health, what would you have 
dohe?

The Soviet Union’s biggest 
environmehtal headache is 
undoubtedly that of its water 
supplies. The problem Is two¬ 
fold. 

Firstly, the Russians face a 
decided water shortage in 
some areas ; and secondly the 
existing water resources tend 
to be overexploited. 

__ Large-scale irrigation 
schemes have diverted water 
from the rivers and thus in¬ 
creased the concentration of 
effluents in the depleted flow 
of the great inland waterways 
— the Ural and Don in addi¬ 
tion to the Volga. 

A 1967 report indicated that 
no less than 67 per cent of So¬ 
viet factories discharged tHfcir 
effluents into waterways com¬ 
pletely untreated. 

The level of the Caspian Sea 
has dropped no less than eight 
feet In the last 20 yean. And 
one estimate suggests that If 
the water level of the Aral 
Sea, In the central southern 
part of the U.S.S.R. continued 
to drop at Its present rate It 
could become a salt marsh by 
the end of the century. 

Like the Americans, the 
Russians have tended to see 
the challenges of the environ¬ 
ment — the arid region of 
Siberia for example — as 
something which can be con¬ 


quered by human ingenuity 
and technology. But they are 
finding that nature can hit 
back. 

Khrusohev’s grandiose Vir¬ 
gin Lands projects in Siberia 
resulted in an aggravation of 
the already severe problem of 
soil erosion in the area —’ 
millions of tons of valuable 
topsoil have disappeared in 
the swirling dust storms the 
region is noted for. 

Yet, despite these and other 
warning signs, the Russian 
planners do not seem to have 
lost any enthusiasm for their 
massive schemes to divert the 
northward flow of some of the 


In other areas the Soviet 
Union is decidedly more fortu¬ 
nate turn the industrialised 
western countries. The near 
total state control of the econ¬ 
omy means that housing is 
not only built by the state but 
also uses centrally supplied 
hot water for heating and 
washing. 

This does away with tlje 
considerable pollution pro¬ 
duced in the West by thou¬ 
sands of individual solid fuel 
fires and oil fired central 
heating boilers. 

A further plus In this area 
is the extensive use of pollu¬ 
tion-free natural gas for heat- 
iilg purposes. 

The relative scarcity of au¬ 
tomobiles is an obvious plus. 

“Backwardness” is also an 
advantage in the field of pub¬ 
lic transport, since the Rus¬ 
sians rely heavily on elec¬ 
trically-powered — and thus

Arab Peninsula War 
Like a Mini-Vietnam

The temptation to regard Oman’s Dhofar 
robellion as a mini-Vierfnam Is irresistible. 
Western-led Omani forces are battling rebels 
trained and equipped by the Chinese and 
Russians who operate from a sanctuary in 
adjacent South Yemen. 

Much of the aerial effort is devoted to cut¬ 
ting the supply trails from South Yemen into 
Dhofar province, where the rebels find aid 
among the hill people or fall back across the 
border if badly battered. 

A high government military officer says 
Omani forces are achieving “reasonable suc¬ 
cess" in the seven-year-old war now that an 
effort is being made to “win the hearts and 
minds of the people.” 

★ ★ * 

“In addition to clearing the rebels, we 
must bring security and safety to the people 
— schools, dispensaries, veterinary assis¬ 
tance,” he says. He admits the comparison 
to Vietnam is a valid one but only on a far 
smaller scale. 

While the government claims of success 
against the rebels are regarded by Western 
diplomats as true in regard to expanded con¬ 
trol of the Dhofar territory, the effort re¬ 
quired to contain the rebellion also is expand¬ 
ing. 

It Is hardly correct, however, to label it 
“Britain’s secret war,” since no effort is 
madg to hide foreign participation, including 
the large British contribution. 

Government military sources report that 
in addition to 500 British officers and men 
acting as military advisers to Amani forces, 


there are foreign mercenaries, including Pa¬ 
kistanis, South Africans and Poles, with the 
ground and air forces. 

Although negotiations for Iranian help 
against the rebels are believed to be in 
progress, a spokesman here denied rebel 
reports that thousands of Iranian troops al¬ 
ready had been airlifted into the battle. 

★ ★ ★ 

“There also are reasonable hopes ul L.S. 
military assistance.’’ a military source said. 
American sources said there are no members 
of the U.S. military in Oman at this time, 
even as military advisers or even embassy 
attaches. 

As much as 60 per cent of Oman’s budget 
now- is going into the war effort, 30 per cent 
of it for operating costs, according to es¬ 
timates. 

With nations as diverse as Britain, Pakis¬ 
tan, Iran, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and the 
Union of Arab Emirates contributing either 
financial assistance or equipment for the 
Amani forces, the war rapidly is becoming a 
widely based effort to end the threat to the 
southern tip of the oil-rich Arabian peninsula. 
★ ★ * 

A government spokesman estimates there 
are between 900 and 1.200 rebels operating 
in the three zones of Dhofar province at this 
time, with additional forces of unknown size 
in Base camps in adjacent South Yemen. 

A recent amnesty offer in the eastern and 
central zones of the province was not 
suocessful, he admitted. Those rebels who 
did surrender were interrogated and offered 
a chance to fight for the sultan’s forces 
against their former comrades.

Unfortunately the Russian 
people do not appear to be 
particularly proud of these 
ecological virtues. Indeed 
they seem at times to accept 
the American notion that they 
are evidence of the backward¬ 
ness of their economy. The in¬ 
sidious attractions of the 
West’s throwaway super¬ 
market life-style seem, If any¬ 
thing, to be growing. 

★ ★ ★ 

Despite this, there is evi¬ 
dence that Soviet planners are 
becoming increasingly con¬ 
cerned about the problems of 
pollution especially of their 
rivers. The attention paid to 
the issues in the recent ses¬ 
sion of the Supreme Soviet 
bears this out. 

Further evidence is found in 
the prison sentences which 
have been handed out to some 
of the worst polluters since 
1969 — a form of punishment 
which goes far beyond any¬ 
thing attempted in the West. 

But the Russians - like the 
West — find themselves in 
something of a dilemma. At 
the national level both the 
capitalist West and the social¬ 
ist East have as their overrid¬ 
ing goal a strong commitment 
to national economic jyowth 
★ * * — 

At a lower level this is 
translated into the corporate 
goal of maximum profit in the 
West, and the desire to meet, 
and exceed, production quotas 
in the East. 

Thus it comes as no sur¬ 
prise to find Soviet enterprise 
managers behaving exactly 
like their capitalist counter- ( 
parts when it comes to anti- 
pollution legislation. Both find 
It more profitable to pollute 
and pay the fines than to im¬ 
plement the legislation effec¬ 
tively. 

In the Soviet Union the case 
of Lake Baikal provides a 
perfect example of this 
process at work. Baikal lies in 
Siberia, contains around a 
fifth of the world’s supply of 
fresh water and 'Once was 
completely pure. 

Surrounded by timber - it- 
seemed to the planners an 
ideal place f ' to set up cellulose 
plants. In 1967 a number of 
these plants became opera¬ 
tional and started pumping 
untreated effluents straight 
into the pristine waters of the 
lake with unfortunate re¬ 
sults. 

★ ★ ★ 

Fishing catches dropped 
abruptly, the wateT supply for 
the city of Irkutsk became 
threatened with contami¬ 
nation ana the extensive tree 
felling around the waters edge 
caused severe erosion prob¬ 
lems. 

There were laws which 
should have prevented this 
but they were not acted on, 
neither were new laws which 
were passed following 
protests from the Lake Study 
Institute. 

Latest reports from the So¬ 
viet Union seem to indicate 
that the Russians have re¬ 
solved the conflist of interest 
between the environmentalists 


and the industrialist by in¬ 
stalling new filtering plants to 
clean the effluent .from the 
lakeside factories. 

However, such reports 
should’ probably be viewed 
with some skepticism since, 
as Professor Marshall Gold- 
mann, a Harvard Russian 
specialist pointed out. the 
head of the main Soviet 
agency charged with the pro¬ 
tection of the environment Is 
also a senior official In the 
Ministry of Land Reclamation 
and Water Management •— 
the ministry reponslble for 
much of the poBution. 

In theory a state-controlled 
economy like that in the 
U.S.S.R. has a decided advan¬ 
tage over a capitalist econ¬ 
omy When it comes to control¬ 
ling pollution — the state 
after all is the main polluter. 


But at the moment the Rus¬ 
sians are lagging behind in 
the efforts to reach their plan 
targets in all sectors of tlje 
economy. What this means is 
that the imperatives of eco¬ 
nomic growth are likely to 
take precedence over the need 
to check pollution. The world 
price of caviar may well rise 
as a consequence!

The great tide of migration 
to California Has slowed to a 
trickle. 

Some of the reasons: unem¬ 
ployment, smog, overcrowd¬ 
ing and a major earthquake. 

For 70 years California’s 
population growth rate was at 
least twice that of the United 
States as a whole. 

It zoomed 53 per cent In the 
1940s to 10.5 million; .49 per 
cent in the 1950s to 15.7 mil¬ 
lion, and 27 per cent in the 
1960s to 20 million. 

In 1970, the head count 
topped 20 million and Califor¬ 
nia elbowed New York out of 
its historic rank as thj? most 
populous state. ' " ; 

But population gains were 
only one per cent in 1970; 1.3 
per cent in 1971 and an es¬ 
timated 1.2 per cent in 1972. 

Biggest factor in the slow¬ 
down of migration to Califor¬ 
nia has been the high rate of 
unemployment, particularly 
In the aerospace industry. 

Secondary things like ad¬ 
verse publicity about air pol¬ 
lution, highway congestion, 
and fear of earthquakes have 
helped put migration at a low 
ebb.

OTTAWA (CP) 't- The gov¬ 
ernment intends to make use 
of the skills of some of Cana¬ 
da's 80,000 servicemen on ci¬ 
vilian work, it was announced 
in the throne speech Thurs¬ 
day. 

The speech said the govern¬ 
ment intends to "widen the 
area of service” of members 
of the armed forces. 

"In addition to maintaining 
a high degree of military ca¬ 
pability as the primary and 
most essential role of the 
forces, new emphasis will be 
placed on the many areas 
which the various skills and 
training of this large number 
of dedicated Canadians can 
contribute to the achievement 
of national goals.” 

This reference reflects the 
thinking of the new minister 
of national defence, James I 
Richardson, former supply | 
and services minister, who 
has been talking of an addi- | 
tional role for the services 
since he took over his portfo- J 
lio last month. 

In one recent interview the 
minister said the armed 
forces could take a. more ac¬ 


tive role in construction of t 
needed items in the North in 
particular. 

Richardson’s thinking may 
also be reflected in the gov¬ 
ernment's throne-speech ref¬ 
erence to increasing the in¬ 
dustrial strength of the West 
and the need for a greater 
measure of decentralization of 
industrial activity. 

As minister of supply and 
services he was an advocate 
of greater purchasing by gov¬ 
ernment outside Central Can¬ 
ada. And since he became de¬ 
fence minister he has repea¬ 
tedly emphasized that any 
contracts for new equipment 
should be filled in part at 
least outside of the Quebec- 
Ontario industrial areas. 

He has said it could be that 
new industries might be es¬ 


tablished outside this central 
core area to work on defence 
contracts. 

This feeling of the minister 
has considerable meaning this 

year. 

The governments three- 
year freeze on defence spend¬ 
ing, which limited the defence 
department to about 31.8 bil¬ 
lion a year, is coming to an 
end. 

The armed forces need con¬ 
siderable new equipment and 
multi-million dollar orders 
are in the near future.

Insurance Funds 
For Home Buyers 


OTTAWA (CP) — The gov¬ 
ernment plans to take another 
crack at changing housing 
legislation — with a few new 
wrinkles this time. 

The throne speech also said 
that the government intends 
to assist urban development 
through aid for relocating 
railway tracks and a study of 
the federal role in urban 
transportation. 

Thev housing policies out¬ 
lined in the speech followed 
the general outline* of legisla¬ 
tion introduced ifujhe last ses¬ 
sion to amend the National 
Housing Act. But there are a 
couple of exceptions. 

One of these is a warranty 
system to protect the pur¬ 
chasers of new houses. 

A government source said 
some sort of insurance ar¬ 
rangement is being consid¬ 
ered to ensure that homeown¬ 
ers receive "sound houses” 
from housebuilders. This 
would be a new step by the 
federal government. 

It would settle disputes 
where a buyer considers 
minor repair or finishing 
work should be done before 
the house is handed over. An 
Insurance scheme would pro¬ 
vide funds to settle the prob¬ 
lem. 

The government also said 
that it intends to encourage 
investors to make money 
available to meet housing 
needs. Government sources 
said this refers to the mort¬ 
gage financing bill which will 
be reintroduced in this ses¬ 
sion. 

The throne speech con¬ 
tained echoes of legislation 
the government introduced 
last June to amend the Na¬ 
tional Housing Act. Urban Af¬ 
fairs Minister Ron Basford 
said recently that the govern¬ 
ment would bring in the legis¬ 
lation again with vast 
changes. 

It is understood this in¬ 
cludes more money for some 


housing programs but govern¬ 
ment sources were not pre¬ 
pared to mention specific 
amounts. 

The throne speech said the 
government proposes : 

• Assistance in providing 
low-cost housing and other ac¬ 
commodation for senior citi¬ 
zens.

Although prices have “stea¬ 
died slightly" in the last 
month or so, the speech said, 
the government is concerned 
about “possible future effects 
of the world-wide trend to¬ 
ward higher food prices." 

The New Democratic Party 
pressed for some solution to 
high food ^osts during the last 
Parliament.

31 seats, holds the balance of 
power in the Parliament just 
opened. 

The throne speech also con¬ 
tained a proposal to work for

High feed-grain costs are 
likely to rise in the next year 
as farmers switch back to 
heavier wheat production to 
meet increased world de¬ 
mand.

Snowmobile Sales Flatten Out 


MONTREAL (tP) - The 
big snowmobile growth boom 
has come to an end and the 
industry is going through 
what executives refer to as a 
"period of adjustment" that is 
quickly stripping away manu¬ 
facturers. 

In 1963, about 65 firms were 
turning out the machines in 
North America. 
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Jean Bertrand, executive 
director of the International 
Snowmobile Industry Associa¬ 
tion, said in an interview 
there are "probably not more 
than 40 firms operating now. 
and I wouldn’t be surprised if 
we are down to 20 or 25 by the 
end of the year." 

Continental 6ales reached 
about 550,000 in 1970-71, the 
last year of a 10-year period 
of spectacular growth that 
saw sales soar up to 50 per 
cent a year. 

Since then sales have le¬ 
velled off at an annual growth 
rate of 6 to 8 per cent. 

The shakeupp in the industry 
has forced large and small 
manufacturers alike — includ¬ 
ing the industry giant Bom¬ 
bardier Ltd. — to look hard at 
their production runs. 

One of the major causes of 


failure is said to be over¬ 
production brought on by 
over-optimistic sales fore¬ 
casts. 

"A few years ago it was a 
booming market and every¬ 
body thought there would be 
no end to it,” a Bombardier 
official said. 

While sales levelled off, ofv 
t i m i s t i c manufacturers 
plunged into the market with 
high production runs which 
left a pile-up of plant, dealer 
and distributor inventory' un¬ 
sold at year end. 

’Bombardier, whose Ski-Doo 
holds the largest piece 
about 40 per rent of the 
North American market, is 
moving cautiously during the 
adjustment period. 

To avoid an inventory back¬ 
up, the company has slowed 
production at its Valcourt 


plant 60 miles east of Mon¬ 
treal. Sales at the manufac¬ 
turer le\el for the first nine 
months of 1972 are "signifi¬ 
cantly lower” than in recent 
years, the company says. 

Nine-month sales at Oct. 31 
were $99.7 million compared T 
with 3114 million for the cor¬ 
responding period in 1971. 
with profits down to 52 million 
from 510.5 million. 

Japanese imports have also 
cut into the North American 
market in the last tw'o years, 
juniping from about 4.000 ma¬ 
chines sold during the first 
eight months of 1970 to about 
45.000 in uie first eight 
months of 1972. 

"One thing Is certain." a 
Bombardier executive said, 
"we won’t be seeing the 20-to 
40-per cent growth rates we 
saw in the past."

There were more salmon sports fishing boats off the Vic¬ 
toria waterfront New Year's Eve than there were during any 
other one day in all of 1972. 

That is the report from federal fisheries officers who 
make regular checks on the sports fishing fleets. 

The effort was worthwhile, with an average catch of 
more than two salmon to a.boat. A number of boats reported 
limit catches. The salmon were generally small, averaging 
eight pounds, but there were some big ones, up to 28 pounds, 
and there were plenty of Chinook grilse just under three 
pounds. 

Best areas were Constance Banks, Brbtchie Ledge, 
CtoveF Point and Esquimau Harbor. 

Oak Bay waters were rated good for small Chinooks, and 
both, coho and chinook grilse. The Chinook grilse are now 
making the three-pound bracket. 

At Pedder Bay. Buzz Bombers and trailers are taking 
chinooks along the kelp bed by Fossil Point. And one salmon 
weighed in at ?5 pounds, which is an exceptionally big fish for 
this time ot the year. There have been several Pedder Bay 
fish in the 20-pound bracket. 

Fishing has been good off the Sooke—Secretary Island— 
Becher Bay waterfront, and among those clicking New Year's 
Day were Rick Hesketh and Kelly Barter. 

Gordon Lamont reports chinooks up to 15 pounds moved 
into Flnlayson Arm Wednesday and there is feed for them all 
through from the Stone House Deep Hole to Goldstream 
Island. 

Grilse are still being taken all over Saanich Inlet and a 
few bigger chinooks were taken from Tod Inlet waters at the 
weekend. 

Moochers are picking up chinook salmon in Chemtfinus 
Harbor apd in Sansum Narrows’ Bold Bluff waters. Anglers 
going deep are getting grilse and jacksprings in Crofton 
waters and under the power line between Maple Bay and 
Crofton. 

Nanaimo waters are still worth trying for chinooks and 
grilse. 

Campbell River spinners, using live herring they jig from 
right under the docks, are taking chinooks from the paper 
mill wharf at Duncan Bay. But trollers in the same area 
haven’t been doing as well as the casters.

Rivers continue their yo yo-like behaviour, from freshet , 
in-heavy rains to low water in freezing conditions. 

Thursday, some rivers were already too low for the best 
steelheading, some were still muddy, and some were in 
prime condition. 

Sunday anglers trying the Gold River quickly took their 
two-fish limits of steelhead. The Campbell was on the low 
side but producing fish. The Quinsam was low. 

The Big Qualicum was in excellent condition Thursday, a 
little colored, but clearing quickly. There have been 73 
steelhead counted through the federal fisheries fence, but an¬ 
gler success hasn’t been comparable. 

Little Qualicum has been in good fishing condition and 
producing a few steelhead. Englishman has been low'. Thurs¬ 
day the Nanaimo was still muddy, but clearing. Big catch of 
the holiday weekend was a 22H-pound steelhead taken by Gus 
Dallman in the Little Qualicum on New Year’s Eve. 

The Cowichan was still muddy in the lower reaches, but 
anglers were clicking. Among the lucky ones was Walter Lat¬ 
ter, who took a Impounder Wednesday below the Silver 
Bridge. a 

Another washout has occurred on the Cowiehan's River- 
bottom Road and you can’t drive the loop through to the 
Stoltz picnic grounds. 

Koksilah River has cleared well, and was in fishing con¬ 
dition mid-week. It could drop quickly with cold weather. 

Vic Rollins took an 18-pounder and another nearly as big 
from Harris Creek at the weekend. 

Most of the smaller lakes are -already frozen, but the lit¬ 
tle creeks, like Somenos, Craigflower and Colquitz, have been 
giving up cutthroat trout for the kids on holidays.

Brown of Washington and 
Larry Little of Miami are thg 
vote-getting leaders on The 
Associated Press all-pro foot¬ 
ball team. But San Francisco 
is the dominant team, with 
five ’49ers on the first team. 

Unbeaten Miami got four of 
23 first-team spots, but the 
only Redskin company for the 
elusvie Brown on the all-pro 
squad announced Thursday 
was linebacker Chris Han- 
burger. 

Only two players, offensive 
guard Little and Pittsburgh's 
Joe Greene, were on last 
year’s team. 

Greene and Brown were 
named AP defensive and of¬ 
fensive players of the year, 
respectively, earlier Thurs¬ 
day. 

Miami’s 38-year-old Earl 
Morrall was named quarter¬ 
back in a tight battle with Joe 
Namath of New York Jets, 
Bill Kilmer of Washington and 
Daryle Lamonica of Oakland 
Raiders. 

Morrall edged Namath 17 to 
18. Kilmer received 13 and 
Lamonica 11 votes. 

Brown polled 56 votes for 
running back out of a possible 
65 from a national panel of 
pro football writers. His first- 
team running mate, O. J. 
Simpson of Buffalo Bills, got 
24. 

Simpson led NFL ground 
gainers with 1251 yards. 
Brown, who missed the final 
two regular season games, 
was the National Conference 
leader with 1216. 

Fred Biletnikoff, Oakland’s 
great end, was a run-away 
vote leader , among wide re¬ 
ceivers with ,43.

First, the squad of 22 boys 
— 18 selected and four re¬ 
serves — which includes John 
McGuire of Victoria and three 
other B.C. players, will leave 
Feb. 8 for a 19-day training 
camp in Guadalajara, Mex., 
before going on to the tourney 
in Mexico City. 

It is on this squad, or the 
nucleus of it, that hopes of a 
medal in the Mflptreal Olym¬ 
pics rest. In the 1972 Munich 
Olympics, Canada failed to 
get past the qualifying 
rounds. As host nation in 1976, 
Canada won’t have to qualify 
but national soccer officials 
want more than just a berth 
in the Games. They want to 
leave their mark on world 
soccer. 

“We now have what we 
think is a good team of big, 
strong and tallented boys,” 
McAllister said in an inter¬ 
view Thursday. 

"Our aim is to expose them 
to as much competition as 
possible and 1976. when they 
are then 22, they should be in 
their prime,” McAllister said, 
said. 

The Western Canada coach 
said forthcoming support 
from the Canadian Soccer As¬ 
sociation and from Sports 
Canada depended largely on 
the team's success at the 
tournament in Mexico. 

After this tournament, of¬ 
ficials will try to involve the 
team in as many events on 
the North American continent 


as possible, McAllister said, 
and then take it on a tour of 
Europe. 

"This will have to be done 
to get total exposure to the 
kind of soccer they will face 
at Montreal,” McAllister said. 

On the hero image In 
soccer, McAllister said of¬ 
ficials believe what are need¬ 
ed are Canadian stars, who 
will be recognized interna¬ 
tionally, for boys to idolize, aa 
is the case in Britain and 
other soccer countries. 

"We believe this hero image 
can be created if players are 
given enough opportunity to 
perform at an international 
level," McAllister said. "This 
certainly hasn’t been done 
enough in Canada." 

Of the present junior squad, 
McAllister said he felt Qiris 
Horrocks of Montreal had that 
special “star quality." 

But there are others, too, 
like winger Mark McQueen of 
Burnaby and McGuire, an in¬ 
side forward with Victoria 
High School Tyees and Vic¬ 
toria Boys' Club, who could 
possibly become national 
soccer hero6, McAllister 
added. 

McAllister 6aid he had been 
asked many questions lately 
regarding the philosophies un¬ 
derlying the selection meth¬ 
ods used in producing a na¬ 
tional team, the personalities 
of participants, thenaturc of 
training and the attitude of 
coaching staff. 

"The chief task Initially vjill 
be to integrate different per¬ 
sonalities while ensuring that 
the individual skills within the 
team are complementary, so 
that ultimately the collective 
team will realize the full po¬ 
tential of the individuals with¬ 
in the unit," McAllister ex¬ 
plained. 

Soccer is different in each 
country, he said, and national 
characteristics give shape 
and identity to each team. 

"We must strive for ef¬ 
ficiency and still retain the 
strengths and attractions of 
our own game pattern to be 
fully developed and appreci¬ 
ated in Canada,” McAllister 
said. 

The first task of the coach¬ 
ing staff, McAllister said, is 
to outline the best pattern of 
play and confirm that the 


players have a clear under¬ 
standing of their positive 
functions and roles and their 
limitations. 

The team structure will 
then be designed to conceal 
and minimize these limita¬ 
tions and, more important, 
capitalize on the strength, he 
said.

CALGARY (CP) — The Calgary Exhibition and Stam¬ 
pede board found out Thursday that ite decision to conduct 
Sunday horse racing with pari-mutuel betting was based on a 
court decision that has already been overturned on appeal. 

Plans were announced last week to hold races July 8 and 
15, during the annual stampede, based on a decision last 
August by Mr. Justice H. W. Riley of Alberta Supreme Court 
that said Section 4 of the Alberta Lord’s Day Act was ultra 
vires of the Alberta legislature. 

The decision, in a case involving merchants in the board¬ 


walk in Edmonton remaining open Sundays, was overturned 
by the appellate division Nov. 9. 

Stampede spokesmen said Thursday they were not aware 
of the successful appeal and Stampede president George 
Crawford said it now appears Sunday racing would not be 
possible.

We teach children to lie 
first by teaching them to lie 
for us. ‘Tell the man Fm not 
at home,” we say, when-the 
child answers the phone. 

At first he is astonished at 
this bare-faced lie; then he 
accepts it; finally, he em¬ 
braces it for himself. 

Samuel Johnson, though 
never a parent, understood 
this quite well. Boeweil reports 
than Johnson went to his li¬ 
brary in the garret without 
telling his servant that he 
wanted to study without inter¬ 
ruption—for he would not 
allow his servant to say he 
was not at home when he re¬ 
ally was. 


“A servant’s strict regard 
for truth,’’ Johnson said, 
“must be weakened by such a 
practice. A philosopher may 


know that it is merely a form 
of denial; but few servants 
are such nice distinguishes. 

“If I accustom a servant to 
tell a lie for me, have I not 
reason to apprehend that he 
will tell many lies for him¬ 
self?" 

And even fewer children 
than servants are such “nice 
distinguishes." 

We try to mollify their na¬ 
tive honesty and candor by 
explaining about “fibs’* and 
“white" lies, and how they 
differ from ‘“black” lies, but 
the child only picks up the un¬ 
derlying fact that we tell the 
truth when it is convenient, 
and withhold the truth when it 
is not.

I never cease to be appalled 
at bow frequently and casual¬ 
ly parents will betray a 
child’s trust 


“Of course that dootor’a 
needle won’t hurt you," they 
murmur comfortingly. “You 
won’t teei a thing." 

Then the pain of betrayal 
hurts worse, and far longer, 
than the needle; and the child 
is permanently anesthesized 
against that parent’s prom¬ 
ises. 

Worse than this, as Johnson 
recognized, the child then 
begins to tell lies on his own 
behalf; truth becomes subor¬ 
dinate to expediency and self- 
service and escaping the con¬ 
sequences of one’s actions. 
And the parent is perplexed 
about the child’s “deooit- 
fulness." 


There are, of course, things 
that children should not know 
and should not be told; I am 
not advocating a foolish

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Cactus Aid 


Probaby the easiest to grow of all 
our winter flowering house plants is the 
Christmas cactus. It is easy-going, tol¬ 
erant of both neglect and too much lov¬ 
ing care, and under normal circura- « 
stances, nothing short of an atomic ex¬ 
plosion will kill it. 

If you want to start.-a plant, all you 
need do is scrounge a small piece from 
some friend or neighbor, stick it in a 
pot-full of soil, and you’re in business. 
That bit of plant will root itself and 
grow away quite happily without any 
flaring or special treatment. 

But while the Christmas cactus is as 
easy to grow as a radish, getting the 
thing to bloom is a horse of a different 
stable. No plant can be more stubborn 
or more unco-operative than Zygocac- 
tus truncatus, growing merrily year 
after year, a picture of health and 
vigor, but with nary a sign 6 f a flower. 

The first thing to do with a reluctant 
Christmas cactus is to push it out, of the 
house for the summer, for this Is one 
plant that benefits enormously from a 
summer holiday outdoors. I think it 
becomes soft and fat and lazy from 
being coddled indoors all the time, and 
it needs the weathering effect of sun 
and wind to toughen it up and bring it 


into the mood for producing some flow¬ 
ers. 

Indoors, this plant likes quite a bit of 
sunshine, especially in winter when the 
ultra-violet rays are not very strong. In 
summer, though, the ideal location is on 
the northeast side of the house or in the 
shade of a shrub, where it can bask in 
toe weaker rays of the morning sun 
but escape frizzling under the hot im¬ 
pact of the noon and afternoon sun¬ 
shine. 

It isn’t necessary to knock the plant 
out of its pot — simply sink the pot up 
to its rim in the ground. It is a good 
idea, when you dig the hole, to put a 
handful of cinders or gravel under the 
pot to discourage earthworms. Not that 
these tillers of the soil do any direct 
damage to the plants, but if they enter 
through the drainage hole and take up 
residence within the pot, their worm- 
casts can make a sticky, pasty mess of 
housepiant soil. 

Through the summer, give your 
cactus plenty of water, with a touch of 
houseplant fertilizer every two weeks to 
keep it growing steadily. It will appreci¬ 
ate having its “leaves” freshened up 
with a misty spray of plain water every 
day or so. 

As the autumn nights become cool, 


take up the pot, clean away the dirt and 
bring toe plant indoors. And alt this 
stage it should be persuaded to take a 
little nap, tor it has been working hard 
all summer, and what it ndtds now is a 
spell of about six weeks doing nothing 
at all. 

Shove it away in the basement, with 
no fertilizer and almost no Staler, in a 
cool but not cold temperature, with NO 
arUficial light and only as much day¬ 
light as a cellar window can provide. 

After six weeks of dormancy, bring 
the plant upstairs, put it in a sunny but 
coolish window and coax it into re¬ 
newed growth with a just a little water. 
Too much moisture at this stage could 
rot the inactive roots. 

As soon as signs of new growth can 
be seen at the tips of the branches, yOu 
can step up the watering, but never 
leave any in the saucer under the pot. 
All cacti, even the jungle kinds, are 
resentful of permanently wet feet. 

It is almost magical the way a sjub- 
born Christmas cactus responds to this 
routine of a summer holiday outdoors 
plus a six-week rest in the fall. If every¬ 
thing goes well, the plant should cover 
itself with exotic, tropical-looking 
blooms from late December until 
almost March.

The BMA wanted a Canadi¬ 
an doctor as its head this 
year, because (ft wished to ce¬ 
ment relations between the 
two countries before the joint 
CMA-OBMA meeting in Van¬ 
couver in June.

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Deer Safer 
As Hunters 
Get Lazier

A cartoon that caught the 
imagination of animal lovers 
several "years ago showed a 
noble deer driving a car along 
the highway with a somewhat 
less noble hunter lashed to the 
roof. 

An exaggeration, to be sure, 
but government wildlife ex¬ 
perts agree that the tide of 
batUe appears to be changing 
in B.C. between man and 
hunted animal. 

The deer, in particular, is 
getting wise to the ways of 
the hunter. The hunter, in 
turn, is reportedly lacking 
that old-fashioned drive that 
carried has forefathers count¬ 
less miles through the bush. 

~ He is — to put it bluntly 
too lazy to chase on foot what 
he thinks he can chase by car. 

According to the monthly 
activity report turned out by 
the fish and wildlife branch of 


the B.C. recreation depart¬ 
ment, this has been a fairly 
dismal year for hunting. That 
is, if you are looking at it 
from the hunter’s point of 
view. For the deer, it’s been a 
bit of a chuckle. 

While one reason was rela¬ 
tively mild weather and lack 
of snow, the report of the 
branch’s Prince George re¬ 
gion offers this interesting 
aside: 

“The resident hunter is rap¬ 
idly evolving toward vehicle 
dependency. This undoubtedly 
accounts for a decline in hunt¬ 
er success with the animals’ 
tendency to avoid roadways,” 

George Ferguson, informa¬ 
tion officer in Victoria with 
the wildlife branch, says he 
h*s noted what he feels is a 
definite change in the meth¬ 
ods of hunting. 

“I think maybe it’s this 
changing world we’re living 
in. People are not hunting as 
they once did,” he says.

“They’re not keen to go in 
with pack on their back any¬ 
more. People have almost 
reached the stage of what you 
would call the car hunt. There^ 
are more access roads for 
them to use and if they don’t 
see anything from the car 
they just say to heck with it 
and give up.” 

The fall report from one ql 
28 provincial management 
areas (this one in the Okana¬ 
gan region) probably un¬ 
derlines best what he is say¬ 
ing. 

This time branch officers 
checked 138 hunters along a 
section of road to find out how 
many deer they had bagged. 
The score was a big, fat zero. 
Checks made in other years 
In the same zone ranged from 
4 per cent to 16.3 per cent suc¬ 
cess for the hunters. 

This year’s hunting season 
was reported as one of the 
worst on record for Van- 
c o u v e r Island, although 
records are incomplete and 
figures haven’t been offered. 

In this case, weather was 
named as the main culprit.

When the weather is mild 
and there is no snow, the deer 
remain in the highlands 
munching the abundance of 
vegetation. Today’s breed at 
hunter just can’t see climbing 
up there after him. Ferguson 
says. •*. 

He says it is safe to say 
deer and other wildlife spe¬ 
cies are pretty wise to the 
ways of the huftter. The deer 
stays away from the roads 
and the lazy hunter. 

Even the pheasant ap¬ 
parently knows a good deal 
when it sees it. 

“I’ve been in Victoria nine 
years and it has always 
amazed me how the pheas¬ 
ants seem to go to Oak Bay,” 
Ferguson says. 

They appear to know there 
is less of a threat there from 
cats and dogs than there is in 
Victoria. 

“The pheasants seem to 
have smartened up," he said. 
“If you brought a country 
pheasant into town, a cat 
would have it in half an 
hour."

Victoria’s ultra-secret 
advisory planning com¬ 
mission, a major influ¬ 
ence in the growth of the 
city since 1958, will play 
an even more effective 
role in 1973, says Mayor 
Peter Pollen. 

Pollen said Thursday the 
commission will be meeting 
more often, its membership 
will have a less “controver¬ 
sial aspect,” and it will in¬ 
clude better aldermen. 

And if the mayor has- his 
way, the commission’s work 
may even come under closer 
public scrutiny. 

“I’d like to see it more 
open,” Pollen said. “After all, 
if 18 people are aware of im¬ 
pending land transactions, 
and they are supposed to rep¬ 
resent a cross-section of the 
community, then there’s hard¬ 
ly a grave justification for 
keeping the meetings clos’d.” 

The philosophy behind the 
commission, set up by bylaw 
in 1958, is community involve¬ 
ment in city planning. 

It comprisci interested 
lay people, real estate ex¬ 
perts, architects and elected 
officials who study zoning and 
building proposals, and report 
to city council. 

A year ago, Pollen was 
highly critical of some com¬ 
mission members. 

“But now. it is growing more 
representative of the commu¬ 
nity at large,” he said. 

The 1972 commission includ¬ 
ed Pollen, four aldermen, two 
James Bay tenants, two Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria professors, 
Victoria Conservative MP 
Allan McKinnon, a real estate 
man and a retired builder, 
among others. 

It meets about once a 
month behind closed doors, 
and releases no minutes for 
public scrutiny. 

x Its non-council members 
are appointed every three 
years on a rotaUng basis by 
the mayor, while the four al¬ 
dermen are those belonging to 
Committee A, also named by 
the mayor. 

Pollen said he hoped one of 
the three non-council vacan¬ 
cies to be filled next week 
would be accepted by a repre¬ 
sentative of the news media, 
at the management level. 

The mayor rejected a 
suggestion, made by Aid. 
Clyde Savage in a separate 
interview, that the commis¬ 
sion be made to follow certain 
guidelines set by council. Sav¬ 
age, himself a 1972 member, 
said its terms of reference 
were all wrong, and this had 
"wasted a lot of good honest 
people’s hard work.’’ 

Pollen said setting guide¬ 
lines would violate the terms 
of the B.C. Municipal Act, and 
the commission needed free¬ 
dom of movement. 

Savage indicated that the 
commission’s work covered 
too wide a range of topics, 
and many of its recommen¬ 
dations collided council poli¬ 
cy. 

“What’s the use of them 
okaying the construction of a 
38-storey building, let’s say, 
on the basis that it makes 
good economic and planning 
sense, and then having the 
council turn it down because 
of its policy on highrises?” 

Savage said the commission 
should operate in an advisory 
capacity only, and leave the 
technical matters to the city’s 
planning department. 

“After all, how can they 
tackle things like the city's 
James Bay plan, or the Vic¬ 
toria West plan?” he asked. 

He said some guidelines 
laid down in 1958 were “obso¬ 
lete. “

Goods for Poor 


Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Bob Williams 
has received strong^ support 
from the Federation of B.C. 
Naturalists in his move to 
have the name of Pacific Rim 
National Park changed. 

Williams Thursday wrote to 
federal northern development 
minister Jean Chretien urging 
that “we do not tag this out¬ 
standing region with the 
rather colorless and meaning¬ 
less name of Pacific Rkn.’’ 

Naturalists* federation pres¬ 
ident Elton Anderson said 
later he was “very glad” to 
see Williams taking a stand in 
the matter and was also 
pleased with the alternatives 
suggested by the minister. 

These were the names of 
two historic Indian chiefs on 
the west coast, Maquinna and 
Wickanninnish, with Williams 
saying his personal prefer¬ 
ence was for Wickanninnish. 

Anderson said he thought 
Maquinna was the best name, 
“but Wickanninnish or Rolling 
Waters would Also be very 
nice.” 

Maquinna. he said, was “a 
damned old pirate ... but 
was also a great man, proba-

bly the only man you could 
call great on the whole 
coast." 

Williams wrote that since 
assuming office he had found 
“most disturbing ... the gen¬ 
eral dissatisfaction of British 
Columbians, particularly 


those living in close proximity 
to the park, to the name Pa¬ 
cific Rim National Park.’’ 

He hadn't heard from a sin¬ 
gle person who thought it was 
a good name “for such a 
beautiful park," he said. 

The phrase. Pacific Rim, he 
wrote “has for some years 
be^n associated with commer¬ 
cial enterprise between the 
nations bordering the Pacific^ 
Ocean. 

“It therefore has a commer¬ 
cial and international conno¬ 
tation rather # than any *rcla- 
tionship to an outstanding 
ocean-side park." 

Anderson noted that the fed¬ 
eration had been protesting 
the name for almost two 
years and had received wide¬ 
spread support for B.C. citi¬ 
zens in its requests for a 
change. 

The federal choice of Pacif¬ 
ic Rim had been “a real in¬ 
sult to the people of British 
Columbia” because it hud 
been made “with no consulta¬ 
tion or reference to any B.C. 
person," he said. 

# “Had this been done to a 
Quebec park, the uproar 
would have been tremen¬ 
dous," he noted.

One-Time Playboy Devotes Life to flH

NAIROBI, Kenya - Ken¬ 
ya’s northeastern province is 
a hot, dry, dusty semi-desert. 
Life is hartl here at the best 
of times. Drought is frequent, 
and the meagre rains some¬ 
times forget to come at all. 
Until only a .few years ago, a 
bitter guerrilla war was con¬ 
stantly being fought with the 
shifta, raiders from over the 
border with Somalia. 

In such a land, the plight of 
an orphan is pitiful indeed. 
And there are hundreds of 
them — mostly children of 
Somali or Borana Galla 


tribesmen, orphaned by the 
shifta or just by hunger, 
drought and disease. 

One' man has set his mind 
to this problem. He has made 
the desert bloom and, more 
important still, he has put 
hope into the hearts of 200 
orphans whose chance of sur¬ 
vival before were slight, y 

He is Brother Mano, once a 
wealthy Denver, Colo, nighU 
club owner, big spender, 
boozer, high liver — today 
penniless in worldly goods but 
■infinitely richer, according to 
his own view, in the things 
that really matter. 


Mario Petrino has always 
known what it means to be 
poor. He was bom of poor 
Italian immigrant parents. 
His early years saw the suf¬ 
ferings of the Great Depres¬ 
sion in the United States. But 
Mario and his family were of 
hardworking stock. 

They kept going through 
hard times, and when times 
became not so hard, they pro- 
s p e r e d . Eventually they 
scraped together enough to 
buy a restaurant, and from 
that paint on there was no 
looking back. 

By the time he was 45 years 
old, Mario Petrino had pretty 
well everything most men 
dream of. He was a success¬ 
ful restaurateur with money 
in the bank. He lived in a lux¬ 
urious apartment, dined off 
steak and oysters, drank 
champagne in the company of 
beautiful women. Most people 
would have said he had it 
made. 

But Mario was not content. 
Without knowing why, he felt 
that he was missing some¬ 
thing. that life was passing 
him by. In one of his frequent 
of dissatisfaction, a girl¬ 
friend suggested: “Give up 
everything and become a mis¬ 
sionary.” “You must be out of 


your cotton-picking mind,” he 
told her. 

But the idea took root, and 
a few months later, Petrino 
did just that. His money and 
possess 1 ms were all given 
away, and the former playboy, 
became Brother Mario of the 
Consulate Society foreign mis¬ 
sion. 

Twelve years later. Brother 
Mario found himself in north¬ 
ern Kenya, and when he saw 
the misery and suffering of 
the orphans there, he decided 
to do something about them. 
With another man, Father 
John, he persuaded the Kenya 
government to allocate an old 
broken-down former barracks 
and a plot of land for an or¬ 
phanage. 

Money was desperately 
short. An initial donation the 
new orphanage got from a di¬ 
ocesan organization was used 
up almost immediately — in 
laying on essential drinking 
water. Then Brother Mario 
had an idea. 

He would run the orphanage 
in conjunction with a farm, 
and the profits from the farm 
would keep the orphan ge 
going on its own steam. 

That he knew nothing what¬ 
ever about farming did not 
deter this tough man at all.

Brother Mario has been re¬ 
ceived by Kenya’s president, 
Jomo Kenyatta, who 
expressed the greatest inter¬ 
est in the work of Boys Town. 

He does not* mind all the 
publicity because it brings in 
donations for his beloved 


Boys’ Town. Many visitors 
come to see him, the boys — 
and the melons. And few go 
away without making some 
sort of gift, large or small. • 

Recently Brother Mario 
managed to scrape together 
$25,000 and used it to build a 
swimming-pool for the boys. 
They love it, as anyone would 
in this climate. And it’s fas¬ 
cinating to watch the pleasure 
it gives to boys who not so 
long ago had nothing — even 
to eat. 

Most of the boys art; of 
Muslim parents, but Brother 
Mari© does not interfere with 
their religion. Conversion is 
not the price of entry to Boys 
Town. Is Brother Mario sa¬ 


tisfied yet? No. There are too 
many orphans still in the 
north-eastern province. He es¬ 
timates that for every boy in 
Boys Town there are v eight to 
10 more wandering the bush 
hungry, lonely, hopeless. 
Until Boys’ Town is big 
enough to hold all of them he 
will not call it a day. 

Brother Mario works harder 
today than ever in his life 
before — if\ the fields, doing 
the paperwork, with the boys. 
And he possesses literally' 
nothing. 

But he has found what, In 
his wealthy days, he was 
always looking for: the satis¬ 
faction of doing a job that 
brings help to the needy and 
hope to the wretched.

attitudes of older persons to 
youth and its problems. 

The official report, pre¬ 
pared by the prime minister’s 
office, linked increasing alien¬ 
ation of the young with terror¬ 
ism by extremists and a 
mounting emphasis on money 
and pleasure.

Mountains of flattened 
tin cans and cartons of 
bottles. Stacks of egg 
cartons. Rows of jars. 
Bundles of aluminum 
neatly piled in a comer. 

A big carton crammed full 
of wrapping paper, old sta¬ 
tionery and junk mail. A heap 
of Christmas trees. Boxes of 
plastic jugs, peanut butter 
tins and coffee cans. 

That’s what I saw when I 
walked into the Regional Re¬ 
cycling depot Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon. Although it was 
freezing cold in the drafty 
warehouse a 4026 Borden in 
Saanich, it was business as 
usual for the six-member 
staff. 

I went into the depot’s tiny 
office, made a bit warmer by 
a glowing electric heater, only 
to find it jammed with people 
answering the telephone, writ¬ 
ing letters, typing out briefs 
and just trying to get unfro¬ 
zen after sorting materials on 
the chilly warehouse floor. 


Funding Woe 

Formerly Project Recycle, 
the depot was on the verge of 
closing down at the end of last 
September because there 
weren’t enough funds to keep 
It going. 

Also, workers at Project 
Recycle were becoming in¬ 
creasingly frustrated because 
it was almost impossible to 
handle the increased amounts 
of material coming into the 
depot and keep up their public 
education program. 

They appealed to the Capi¬ 
tal Regional Board, pointing 
out that most of their funding 
had come from the federal 
government although the real 
responsiblity for garbage dis¬ 
posal belonged to municipal¬ 
ities of the district. 

They suggested that the 
depot become a pilot recy¬ 
cling project for the munici¬ 
palities as well. 

The Capital Regional Board 
agreed to subsidize the depot, 
providing enough money to 
tide it over until the end of 
February, and right now is 
making a feasibility study to 
see if the regional district can 
take it over eventually. 

As well as the $17,000 given 
by the Capital Regional 
•Board, $5,000 has been 
pledged to Regional Recycling 
by Environment Canada’s 
solid waste management divi¬ 
sion, so for now the depot has 
adequate financial support for 
Its work. 

The Volunteer organization 
of Project Recycle is still in 
existence, however, and it 
does special projects rotated 
to public awareness of recy¬ 
cling.

Prepared by staff and vol¬ 
unteers, the centre has writ¬ 
ten information and photo dis¬ 
plays on recycling and the 
whole problem of environ¬ 
mental pollution. 

There are displays showing 
which containers are easiest 
to recycle and which are a-no- 
no for the conscientious pollu¬ 
tion-fighter. 

Most interesting of all are 
the displays of objects made

als; light fixtures made of 
styrofoam egg cartons, carry- 
alls made of used plastic 
bags. 

The furniture in the centre 
is of course second-hand, says 
Betsy. The place isn't heated 
yet, but they’re working on 
that.

depot. 

The organization is renting 
a tree-shredder and will shred 
trees in the depot parking lot. 
The sawdust from the trees 
will then be available to any- ‘ 
one who wants it. 

Because of the grants this 
winter Regional Recycling 
members have been able to 
concentrate on their education 
program, which.they feel is 
the most important aspect of 
their project. 

They issue newsletters and 
information sheets on various 
aspects of reycyling — all on 
recycled or used paper and 
have appeared on local televi¬ 
sion as well as keeping the 


public informed through an¬ 
nouncements on radio and in 

the papers. 

They also have a 16 mm 
color film on concepts of recy¬ 
cling which they show every 
Saturday at the depot, and a 
slide sequence which they use 
quite often to explain to the 
public what recycling is all 
about. 

They have displays when 
there is an opportunity. For 
example, they took a display 
on recycling to the recent con¬ 
vention of the New Democrat¬ 
ic party in Vancouver, and 
have also had displays at the 
Provincial Museum and at 
Open Space. 

Their pride and joy, howev¬ 
er, is the awareness centre at 
the depot, which, says staff 


Stopgap 

Although the 'depot’s focus 
is on recycling, the workers 
are quick to point out that it 
is not the answer to pollution 
problems — wise con¬ 

sumerism is. 

“Recycling is a good idea,” 
says Craig Butler, another 
one of the staff members, 
“but it is a stop-gap mea¬ 
sure.” 

What is really needed is a 
change*in the wasteful con¬ 
sumption habits of North 

Americans if there is to be 
less pollution and more con¬ 
servation of natural re¬ 

sources. 

There are several things 


that people can do to become 
wise consumers. First, buy 
goods that come in return¬ 
able, re-usable or fe-fillable 
containers wherever possible. 

• Avoid pop-top soft drink 
cans and *buy soft drinks in 
bottles, advises Betsy. It will 
cost far less and cut down on 
litter. 

• Save trees by carrying 
your own shopping bag and 
using a lunch pail. Reuse en¬ 
velopes and wrapping paper 
and wTite on both sides of sta¬ 
tionery; send junk mail to the 
company that mailed it out. 

• Don’t use any disposa¬ 
ble products if possible. Put 
your kitchen scraps and grass 
clippings on a compost heap,

are providing other services 
to Victorians.

Another project staff 
members are involved in is 
trying to convince the B.C. 
Liquor Control Board to stan¬ 
dardize its bottles. Although 
only one in 20 bottles brought 
reaches them, in one month 
they’ve collected 25 cases of 
12 different brands — all non- 
returnable. 

Regional Recycling doesn’t 
make much money from the 
materials it sells, because of 
heavy shipping costs. A re¬ 
cent load of tin to Seattle 
made $460 — but shipping it 
cost $400. 

Their financial status is still 
not certain; they’ll need more 
money to keep the depot 
going after the end of Febru¬ 
ary. But that doesn’t seem to 
worry them too much. 

If funds run out, says Craig, 
grinning, "we’re going to 
knock over the bank across 
the street.”

Esquimalt-Saanich MP Don¬ 
ald Munro said he was 
pleased with the interest in 
the West shown by the gov¬ 
ernment. “It’s high time they 
found out there are people liv¬ 
ing out there,” said Munro in 
a telephone interview from 
Ottawa. 

Munro, a Conservative, was 
also pleased with the empha¬ 
sis in the throne speech on the 
need to consult the provinces 
on various matters.

TORONTO (CP) — George 
Drew, who headed the govern¬ 
ment of Ontario and the na¬ 
tional Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party but twice failed to 
reach the goal of prime min¬ 
ister, died early Thursday. 

The 78-year-old soldier-poli¬ 
tician-public servant yielded 
to a heart condition compli¬ 
cated by pneumonia seven 
weeks after entering Welles¬ 
ley Hospital and just eight 
days after* the death of an old 
political opponent, former 
prime minister Lester Pear¬ 
son. 

The death of the hard-fight¬ 
ing and often controversial 
Drew, the original architect of 
the Conservatives’ current 
29-year domination of Ontario 
provincial politics, brought 
tributes from political friends 
and foes encountered in more 
than 40 years in public life. 

John Diefenbaker, who suc¬ 
ceeded him as Conservative 
leader and then brought down 
the federal Liberal govern¬ 
ment in 1957 after Drew had 
been forced x>ut by illness,

Ont/, 
where he will be buried. Drew 
was mayor of that pity at the 
age of 31, his first major polit¬ 
ical office after a First World 
War career in which he was 
wounded in action. 

Drew plunged seriously into 
larger politics ii^ more or less 
accidental fashion in 1934 
when newly elected Liberal 
Premier Mitchell Hepburn 
eased him out as the firsts 
chairman of the Ontario Se¬ 
curities Commission. 

After an unsuccessful bid 


for the provincial Conserva¬ 
tive leadership in 1936. he 
gained it two years later and 
in 1913 ended nine years of 
Liberal government by 
emerging with a minority ad¬ 
ministration. 

One of Drew’s innovations, 
in 1947, was to stage the 
world’s first mass migration 
by air. Sensing a huge de¬ 
mand for labor and with 
ocean liners still scarce, he 
arranged an airlift to fly 
20,000 workers to Ontario 
from Britain, bypassing feder¬ 
al immigration procedures.

Rod Serling. author of The 
Doomsday Flight television 
movie, expresssed regret 
Thursday that the show — 
about a fictional airline extor¬ 
tion attempt — resulted in "a 
whole fraternity of patholog¬ 
ical kooks” crawling out of 
the woodwork. 

The movie, first broadcast 
Dec. 13, 1966, triggered at 
least one past airline extro- 
tion attempt involving an al¬ 
leged aneroid explosive de¬ 
vice. Its plot also was unmis¬ 
takably similar to an extor¬ 
tion attempt Thursday of a 
TWA jumbo jet on a Madrid- 
to-New York flight that was 
diverted to Denver. 

From his home, Serling said 
he wrote the show, but “to my 
undying regret.” 

After it was first telecatt. 
he said, “a whole fraternity of 
pathological kooks crawled 
out of the woodwork. I reaUy

didn’t realize the pathology of 
the audience . . . that nuts 
could be triggered to acts of 
violence, insane acts of vio- 
lence.” 

Serling said The Doomsday 


Flight, was, briefly, a story 
about a man who called an 
airline and said he had hidden 
on a plane an altitude-sensi¬ 
tive device which would ex¬ 
plode at a certain altitude, 
thus making a landing impos¬ 
sible. Unless he was paid a 
ransom, he would not tell 
them where the explosive de¬ 
vice was. The airline, howev¬ 
er, directed the plane to 
Denver, the “mile-high city,” 
where the altitude was 
greater than that which was 
to trigger the device. After it 
landed, the bomb was found 
and everybody was saved* 

“I thought we had finished 
it off because they don't show 
it anymore,” Serling said. “It 
was only broadcast twice. 
Quite obviously I wouldn’t 
have written it if I had known 
what was going to happen.” 

He said other crime-based 
shows could be broadcast, 
such as robberies on detective 


shows, and not trigger such 
incidents, “but I guess there’s 
a mystique about airlines, and 
this in some way must mas¬ 
sage the distorted egos of tha 
kind of person . . . you’re 
dealing with the insane here.” 

He concluded Jpy saying: 
“If this kind of — keeps up I 
may be an ex-writer.”

A sudden snowstorm turned 
predictions of flurries in the 
Victoria area into a four-inch 
fall Thursday afternoon that 
created rush-hour traffic 
chaos.

But by the same token, I have to agree 
with the ll.C. auto maurance industry that it 
should be allowed to conttoue in business and 

to competjg with the provincial plan. A mo¬ 
nopoly. either by big business or by govern¬ 
ment. is not In the best interests of the great 
unwashed public. 

And this bit about the auto insurance* in¬ 
dustry using “overt pressure” on the govern¬ 
ment through an advertising campaign, is 
laughable. Isn’t all advertising, even that 
booked by the government to extoll the 
merits of such government programs as Min- 
come, in effect, “overt pressure?” Put in a 
government auto insurance plan, by all 
means, but let the private sector compete for 
the business in a democratic way. After all. 
if they don’t match prices, they won’t stay in 
business very long ...

A new family Income scu- 
rity plan will be introduced, 
presumably to rplace the 
present family allowance 
plan, and officials say It wfll 
nt lie ,the same as the pro¬ 
posal that died in the last 
Parliament, by one vote. 

The new one, said an f- 
ficial, will contain the ele¬ 
ments of universality, but it 
will also be geared to family 
incm. Under the plan before 
the Commns last year, 
highei-income families would 
be cut off entirely. 

Ther are proposals tempt¬ 
ing jto the NDP which has 
pressed for tougher controls 
on freign ownership of the 
economy. 

The speech promised "mea¬ 
sure to ensure further con¬ 
trol by Canadians over their 
economy” and this would in¬ 
clude the earlier-propoed 
plan to creen foreign take¬ 
overs f Canadian firms. 

There will also be "mae- 
sures respecting the % transfer 
of technlogy from abroad 
and access to it by Canadian 
entrpereneurs; masures to 
increase Canadian participa¬ 
tion in the ownership and con¬ 
trol of resource projects; and, 
in consultation with the prov¬ 
ince, measures dealing with 
new direct foreign investment 
and the salesof land to for¬ 
eigners.” 

But more general economic 
matters get the most attentin 
in the 3,600-worrd throne 
speech, read at the opening of 
Parliament by Governor- 
General Roland Michener. 
There was the promise of an 
early budget. 

An official from the prime 
minister’s office dsecribed the 
priorities of the throne speech 
this way: 

The highest priority goes to 
improving economic condi¬ 
tion;.* next comes a reor¬ 
ganization of social security 
services; thne, the “extnsion 
and broadening” of plan tos 
control fbreign investment 
•an extended approach to te- 
and efforts to tighten up exist¬ 
ing programs and services. 
The speech listed four main 


objectives in the area of ec- 
nomic policy. • 

“First, to expafd job oppor¬ 
tunities at a r^te that will 
bring about as rapid as posi- 
Ble a decline in the numbers 
of unemployed 

“Second, to promote stable 
economic growth at a rate 
that will sustain rising stan¬ 
dards of living for all our citi¬ 
zens and provide for more 
satisfactory realization of the 
potential of the economy. 

“Third, to attain reasonable 
price stability. 

“Fourth, to ensure that all 
regions of the country benefit 
from he prosperity brought 
about by tne expanding econ¬ 
omy." 

rhe briefing official said 
that in formulating policies, 
every effort will be made to 
enable each region of the 
country to reach its full |»ten- 
tial under national schemes. 

The suggestion that the four 
western provinces get to¬ 
gether witn the federal gov¬ 
ernment, possibly next sum¬ 
mer, had come from Ottawa. 

The throne speech said that 
the meeting would be “to ex¬ 
plore potentials for economic 
and social development, and 
specifically, to consider con¬ 
crete programs for stimulat¬ 
ing and broadening the eco¬ 
nomic and industrial base of 
Western Canada." 

The federal-provincial-rail- 
way meetings on freight rates 
would be held in all five re¬ 
gions of the country. 

The throne speech, and sub¬ 
sequent comments from of¬ 
ficials, indicated that the so¬ 
cial security system^ now in 
the hands of Welfare Minister 
Marc Lalonde, will] be given a 
thorough going-over in the 
new session. 

One official said that from 
this proposed “total review” 
of the system, a guaranteed 
annual income plan may be 
given “further impulse" but 
most changes in the present 
structure would require nego-‘ 
tiations with the provinces. 


The throne speech says such 
negotiation* will take place. 

"In Hie area of social poli¬ 
cy, the government considers 
that Canada’s total social se¬ 
curity system — including 
both federal and provincial el¬ 
ements - must be reconsid¬ 
ered and reorganized, and 
made more sensitive to the 
needs of people in different 
parts of the country.” . t 
One significant paragraph 
reads: ”. . . it must be recog¬ 
nised that provinces may wish 
to have the structures of so¬ 
cial security vary in accor¬ 
dance with the social needs, 
income standards and the cost 
of living in different communi¬ 
ties.” 

Some observers felt this sig¬ 
nalled a breakthrough in the 
long-standing feud with some 
provinces, particularly Que¬ 
bec, over the administration 
of social security plans. This 
was toe issue which broke off 
the constitutional talks in 
1971. 

The throne speech Iisti sev¬ 
eral principles relating to 
changes in social security. 

First, persons who cannot 
work, such as toe age<L the 
blind and the disabled, must 
receive "a compassionate and 
equitable guaranteed annual 
income." 

Second, there must be in¬ 
centives to work,-and-”* fair 
and just relationship must be 
maintained between the in- 
' comes of people who are 
working at or near the mini¬ 
mum wage, the guaranteed 
incomes assured to people 
who cannot work, and the al¬ 
lowances paid to those who 
can work but are unem¬ 
ployed." 

Changes in the Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan will provide higher 
pensions for widows and the 
disabled, toe speech said. 

Some of the proposals had 
been announced as forecast 
earlier, such as measures to 


help the tourist industry, 
amend immigration law, im¬ 
provements in the functions of 


the Industrial Development 
Bank and greater federal as¬ 
sistance to housing.

James Richardson, then 
minister of supply and ser¬ 
vices and currently minister 
of defence, said in an inter-, 
view during the election cam¬ 
paign that the west knows it 
has tremendous ecomonic po¬ 
tential but feels the present 
economic and financial struc¬ 
ture tends to build up central 
Canada. 

“In order to develop the po¬ 
tential of the west, it’s going 
to be necessary either to have 
more strong people in Ottaw a 
influencing the national gov¬ 
ernment or to find some 
means to achieve more politi¬ 
cal control in the west.” 

The throne speech did not 
mention the traditional west¬ 
ern complaint that high Cana¬ 


dian tariffs on foreign goods 
force western consumers to 
subsidize eastern manufac¬ 
turers. 

In addition to the unprece¬ 
dented western economic con¬ 
ference. the federal govern¬ 
ment proposed general fe¬ 
deral-provincial ministerial 
meetings on finance and eco¬ 
nomic policy, health care, ed¬ 
ucation, housing, foreign own¬ 
ership of land, income securi¬ 
ty and industrial policy. 

The western conference 
would be designed “to explore 
Iiotentials for economic and 
social development and speci- 
fic&lly to consider concrete 
programs for stimulating and 


broadening the economic and 
industrial base of western 
Canada." 

"Among such concrete pro¬ 
grams, the government would 
propose for discussion the 
possible establishment of new 
regionally-based financial in¬ 
stitutions better able to sen e 
the financing needs of busi¬ 
ness enterprise and industrial 
development in western Cana¬ 
da. 

"A second suggestion for 
joint study would be improve¬ 
ments in the total transpor¬ 
tation system. 4p basic to ov- 
ercomeing the problems of 
distance in the region, from 
other parts of Canada and 
from ocean ports. The devel¬ 
opment needs of the northern 
frontier areas in all four prov¬ 
inces could also be explored."

deau administration. 

He called the address a i 
"pretty good public relations ! 
job,’’ but said it lacked specif¬ 
ic remedies to deal with un¬ 
employment, the cost of living 
or pensions. 

Social Credit Leader Real 
Caouette disagreed, saying it 
was the first throne speech 
ever to offer "something defi- J 
nite.” 

Social Credit support for the 
government, however, will de¬ 
pend on the quality of legisla¬ 
tion it brings < forward. 
Caouette added. 

Former prime minister ■ 
John Diefenbaker said the 
government tailored its pro¬ 
gram to appease NDP 
members and, in doing so, I 
made "the greatest U-turn in j 
all political history.” 

But the switch would do lit* j 
tie to help NDP political for- j 
tunes, he added. If the party 
could not raise its strength in 
the Commons faster than it j 
had, in the past, it w-ould be 
the year 2046 before they 
could form even a minority 
government. 

"Even I don’t expect to be 
around that long." said the 77- 
year-old MP for Prince Al¬ 
bert. 

Stanfield said the speech 
gives no indication of the gov¬ 
ernment’s priorities and says 
nothing specific on issues 
needing urgent action.

Tourists Sole Interest 


Victoria’s elected officials are interested 
only in the tourist industry and no others, the 
Victoria ’Labor Council was told Wednesday 
night. 

During discussion of the Bapco Paint Oo.'s 
plan to move its operation from Vancouver 
Island to the mainland, boilermakers’ busi¬ 
ness agent Neil Hindle told council he \VUs 
amazed at the stand taken by Victoria city 
council. ■ 

He said it didn't seem to concern the 
mayor and aldermen that jobs were disa|>- 
pearing from the are.a. 

‘They seem to think it’s more important 


to build a hotel for tourists on the company’s 
property.” he said. 

Council president Jack Groves stressed 
that other industries are also expected to 
shift (heir operations from the city. 

He also told council that for many years 
city officials had been repeatedly warned of 
industries planning moves from Victoria, but 
had done nothing. 

Welder Darrell Walker told council that 
other cities had people on salaries whose jobs 
were to try to get industries to locate in their 
areas. But Victoria only wants to get more 
tourists to spend their holidays here. 

"This dead place Is trying to drive in¬ 
dustry out,” Walker said. 


Bird Count Normal , 
Second Check Shows 


Numbers of birds seen on 
the annual Victoria Christmas 
bird count were about normal, 
according to final figures. 

Count compiler J. B. Tatum 
said Tuesday that an initial 
impression that numbers of 
birds were considerably lower 
than normal apparently oc¬ 
curred because floods caused 
by heavy Christmas Day 
rains had forced many birds 
to move away from their 
usual locations to concentrate 
in a few spots. 

The final figures however 
showed that in total 45.673 
birds of 123 species were seen 
on the count, held Dec. 25. 
Average figures since the 
counts began in 1958 have 
been about 48,000 birds of 120 
species, so the overall decline 
in numbers was not signifi¬ 
cant, Tatum said. 

Three rarely-seen species 
were recorded on the count. 
They were. 

• A yellowTbilled loon, 
normally resident in the Arc¬ 
tic, seen at Plumper Bay, 
View Royal; 

• A rusty blackbird, nor¬ 

mally resident in eastern Can¬ 
ada. seen at Roy Road, Saan¬ 
ich; * 

• Two Anna’s humming¬ 
birds, seen at hummingbird 
feeders in Saanich. These 
birds normally live in Califor¬ 
nia. but it now seems likely 
that some winter regularly in 
the Victoria area. 

Other relatively uncommon 
species seen included white- 
throated sparrow, Townsend’s 
solitaire, Harris’ sparrow, 
and a large flock of about 450 
ancient murrelets sp6tted off 
Ten Mile Point. Saanich. 

Although the over-all de¬ 
cline in bird populations 
didn’t appear significant, 
there were disturbing de¬ 


creases for some species, 
Tatum said. * 

One of these \va^ the sky¬ 
lark, of which only four were 
seen, the lowest number ever. 
Although distressing, this sort 
of decrease was “steady and 
predictable ^ . as urban ex¬ 
pansion uses more of the hab¬ 
itat” of the bird, he said. 

He also found it disturbing 
that no peregrine falcons 
were seen on the count, al¬ 
though one was seen a few 
days later. This hawk, he 
said, is much in demand for 


pets, and wildlife authorities 
still issue permits for young 
birds to be taken from the 
nests despite a “most urgent 
call for protection of this spe¬ 
cies by the International 
Council for Bird Preservation,' 
a UNESCO agency.” 

Also disturbing, Tatum 
said, was the small number of 
alcids seen. These seabirds 
suffer heavily from marine oil 
pollution, he said, and are 
also taken frequently by col¬ 
lectors for museums, zoos and 
public aquariums.

Five private hospitals in Greater Victoria set 
up in converted homes have received a strong hint 
from the. provincial government that their time 
may be running out.

“These buildings are mainly multi-storey and 
non-fire resistant,” he said,

Directors Reject

Park's Name Insult to B. C. 


Recreation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Bob Williams 
has received strong support 
from the Federation of B.C.

These were the names of 
two historic Indian chiefs on 
the west coast, Maquinna and 
Wickanninnish, with Williams 
saying his personal prefer¬ 
ence was for Wickanninnish. 

Anderson said he thought 
Maquinna was the best name, 
“but Wickanninnish or Rolling 
Waters would also be very 
nice." 

Maquinna, he said, was “a 
damned old pirate ... but 
was also a great man, proba¬ 
bly the only man you could 
call great on the whole

Williams wrote 


assuming office he had found 
“most disturbing ... the gen¬ 
eral dissatisfaction of British 
Columbians, particularly 
those living in close proximity 
to the park, to the name Pa¬ 
cific Rim National Park.” 

He hadn’t heard from a sin¬ 
gle person who thought it was 
a good name "for such a 
beautiful park," he said. 

The phrase, Paeifio Rim, he 
wrote “has for some years 
been associated with commer¬ 
cial enterprise between the 
nations bordering the Pacific 
Ocpan.

Douglas, MP for Nanaimo-Cowichan- 
The Islands, went to Jamaica looking 
for sun and relaxation, but all he found 
was trouble. 

A member of Douglas’ Ottawa staff 
said in a telephone interview Thursday 


the former national leader of the New 
Democratic ’Party and his wife were 
strolling along a beach on the second 
day of their vacation when two young 
men approached. 

The men grabbed Mrs. Douglas and 
held a knife at her husband’s throat. 
Douglas, one-time Manitoba amateur 
bantamweight boxing champion, let fly 
with a punch and hit one of their assail 
ants in the face. Both men fled. 

Later, the 68-year-old MP was given 
a lecture by Jamaican police for being 
so pugnacious.
